Coffin of King Tut 


All Pre-Conceived Ideas of 


His Golden Shrine Upset 
by Sight of Impressive 
and Gigantic and Richly 
Ornate Receptacle for the

of his impressive coffin, for the first 
time disclosed in almost its full pro- 
portions by the removal of the-parti- 
tion wall, when the correspondent 
visited the tomb this morning. 
-•" The first impression of this gigan 
tic receptacle for'the dead, its sides 
resplendent with decorations of blue 
and gold, set against a background cf 
brightly colored paintings on yellow, 
was almost overwhelming. The feeling 
was of something incredibly bizarre 
—something 'that seemed -utterly to 
banish the presence of death in this 
casket of—wonderful artistry . 
-• -One of the first details to catch the 
eye was the, fact that the golden lid 
of .the canopy does not as one imagined 
from the view 
obtained , from 
the 


opening of the wall, slope down from 
one end to the other. It rises again 
at the other end giving a graceful 
curved effect which is declared 
b\ 
compete'nt authority to be unique m 
Egyptology.: 
The lid ;s not solid but 
hollowed out, .roofing over a space of 
about four feet between the first and 
-second shrines. 
In this space tne correspondpnt was 
able to see—for the doors of the'first 
shrme had been removed—a remark- 
able species of wooden rack or scafi 
fo'ding, erected to carrj the immense 
gqlden spangled linen pall resting over 
the secoiid shrine.'

CHICAGO, Dec.. 1?.— If one takes 
a high-power thirst to Sweden, hod 
best go as a member of the diplom- 
atic corps.

"Liquors may bo sold only in limit- 


ed quantities, and those who drink 
on a heroic scale can't buy any at 
all" says Ira Nelson Morris, for ten 
vcars ambassador to'Sweden, who re- 
signed recently and has returned here 
to his home city on a visit. 
The system eeems nearly Ideal, at 


least for Sweden. It does not apply 
to foreigndiplomats, so my- opinion 
Is purely academic. My knowledge 
of the law came mostly from fellow 
countrymen who beset the chancel- 
lery with Vain appeals for help in 
finding a leak. .

"But the present Swedish system 


of liquor control is a success. There 
was determined effort to change -it 
to bone-dry prohibition last year but

NEW' YORK, Dec. 17.— An Issue 
has been "raised between the modern- 
ist and 'fundamentalist faction* of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which 
some churchmen believe will develop 
into one of the greateat theological 
£ontrovor»ies of recent years. 
,Th 'storm center is the Rev. Lee 
C. Heaton, rector of Trinity CJhurch; 
Fort Worth, Texas, who will be tried 
for heresy soon after January 1 for 
hia dien'lal of the Virgin Birth of 
Christ as _a physical fact. 
The Rev. -Stuart. Tyson, vice-presi-. 
dent of the Modern Churchmen-'a Un- 
ion, has' characterized the develop- 
ment as the- most important matter 
,ln the generation. 
He quotes Bishop 


/Moore- of Texas, as considering it the 
beginning of a concerted movement 
to cleanse the ;Episcopal church of 
iModerhism. 
Supporters of the Rev. Mr. Heaton, 
;«ay. the modernists Will ;iiot atop at 
defense, but will 
push 
a vigorous 
counter attack to the next general 
canventlon. of .the church. Organiza- 
tion of a 'defense committee and sub- 
scription :of.a defense-fund "have been 
undertaken. 
, 
The Rev. Mr. Heaton and Dr. John 
H. Covert, senior 
warden 
of his 
church, started for Fort Worth last 
night after conferring- with sympath- 
izers here during the last week." 
Dr. Leighton Parks, rector of St. 
'Bartholomew's Church, during ser- 
vices at his church yesterday offer- 
ed surplice and stole, symbols of his 


priesthood and announced hlsvrejec- 
tlon of the recent pastoral/letter of 
the Episcopal House of Bishops which 
adjured the/ministry'to stand behind 
the 
"Catholic; Traditions" 
of the 
church and the Nicene creed. 
" He challenged " both Hhe doctrines 
oof the.Virgin Birth and tho Bodily 
Resurrection and welcomed a trial 
for heresy. 


"For many years,"-said'Dr. .Parks, 
'"I have/been preaching Just what the 
bishops condemn and I have publish- 
ed all these beliefs In a book. 
But 
I should not conslder-lt any disgrace 
to be deposed 'for what I have saiOT 
from-, the .pulpit; I'should • consider 
It an honor."

Bishop Lawrencp of Massachusetts, 
is the target of the pastoral letter in 
D,r. Parks' opinion, but he added, Bi- 
ahop Lawrence,, had not been cited for 
heresy, because to do so ." would 
shake this church to its' foundation's." 
Instead, Dr. Parks asserted, "a poor, 
unknown minister has been .ordered 
to trial." He predicted the trial would 
not take place. 


The Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, 
rector of the Church of the Ascens- 
ion, who last winter engaged In a 
controversy with 
Bishop 
Manning. 
said In his sermon: "There are many 
In the church, English and Ameri- 
can -who still believe in an author- 
ity almost papal and/wish practical- 
ly to return ^to medevial ways. They 
have little sympathy with Protestan- 
tism." 


The Rev. Dr. William Norman Gu- 
thrie explained to church goers at 
St. Marka'-in-The-Bouwerie that his 
critics have misunderstood the sym- 
bolic Greek dances which parish girls 
have given at church festivals and. 
which have led Bishop 'Mannln* to 
admonish Dr. Guthrle.

The decision was construed In some 


quarters as establishing a precedent 
for state control of affairs hitherto 
assumed to be soley the concern of 
municipality. 
The commission cited 


as authority for its action section 156 
(B) of the state constitution, which 
reads in^part: 


"The commission shall have the 


power and be ctarge'l with the duty 
of supervising .regulating- and 
con- 


trolling all transportation and. trans- 
mission companies doing business in 
this state in all matters relating to 
the performance of their public du- 
ties and their charges therefor, and 
of correcting abuses therein by such 
companies." 
It ruled that paving is 


a public duty and therefore comes 
within the jurisdiction of the state. 


The decision does not mean, how- 


ever, that all cities that have fran- 
chise agreements with traction cdmp- 
anies requiring them to pave between 
tracks and for certain distances on 
each side will have to 
release thp 
companies of their obligations 
It 
was pointed out that each question of 
this kind will be settled on Its merits. 


The commission pointed out in Its 
order today that the power company 
is losing almost 
$100/,000 annually 


in Portsmouth and that to require 
it to pave the streets would increase 
this amount to $175,000. "To impose 
this heavy be unjust and unfortunate: 
unjust to the power company and

The order concluded: 
"This order in mutic subject, how- 
ever, to tho further order of this 
commission to rfqulro the said pav- 
ing or any part of It to bo done should 
It appear at any time that the earn- 
ings of thf Portsmouth Hallway divi- 
sion of tho siiid Virginia Hallway and 
Power Company Justify the making 
of expenditures for Much purposes." 


The commission also granted the 
railway company permission to aban- 
don the county «treet line in Ports- 
mouth, holding that it paralleled the 
high street Jlno within a distance of 
BOO fret and ihat jitneys operate on 
county street on a five 
cent fare

to charge six cents.

ised to turn over to the state's at- 
torney's office $75,000 they had re- 
ceived" from Koretz shortly before he 
fled when he is said to have dis- 
tributed about $300,0^0 among rela- 
tives that had been induced to in- 
vest in his Panama scheme. Sub- 
poenas have been issued for them. 
As for the fugitive himself,- for 
whom a world wide hunt has been 
started, the authorities admitted to- 
night they were no nearer his trail 
than when the investigation 
was 
started. 
A message to the state's 
attorney's office, the source of which 
was withheld, declared that Koretr 
was on his way \o Morocco or Tur- 
key, but apparently it was given no 
more credence than other clues. 
In a second search of Koretz' of- 


fice today detectives found a num- 
ber of picture slides believed to have 
been used at a dinner given by en- 
thusiastic investors in Xoretz' honor 
about two years ago. One slide 
showed a necktie- 
It was headed 
""What the husbands get out of the 
Panama oil stock." Next came a pic- 
ture showing a profusion of jewelry. 
It was labelled "what the wives wi33 
get out of the Panama oil stock." 
"He ropes his friends." was the 
title of a slide showing Koretz se- 
curing money from friends to be In- 
vested in oil -while a picture of Ko- 
retz in Panama stepping over a smaii 
can was laoelled "finding oil."

of groverrfors of the Pension AssoQia- 
tlon of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers has arranged to put 
the Widows' Pension into effect De- 
cember 1. On that date, 2SI wiao-svs 
will be placed on the pension list and 
commence to draw a fixed-^ amount 
each month. In addition there will be 
paid to them an aggregate sum of 
$80.650 in back pay for pensions from 
the date of their husbands' death. 


"Warren S. Stone, president of the 


Brotherhood, referring to the widows' 
pension, said; 
"Perhaps one of the most historical 
events that ever happened 
in the 
annals of organized labor accurred 
when the board of governors of the 
Pension Association decided upon put- 
ting into effect the "Widows' Pension. 
"We believe we are the first of the 
railroad labor organizations, if not of 
any of -the labor organizations, to 
pension the widows of the pension 
members for life and we think it 
nl8rks^ a distinct step forward in the 
history of organized labor, and one 
that will perhaps have a, more far- 
reaching effect than any other single 
action of the many activities of the 
brotherhood, 


'•Eventually we, hope 
that some 


plan will be worked out whereby not 
only the widows of the pension mem- 
bers, but also the widows of all mem- 
bers of the brotherhood will be pen- 
sioned from the date of their hus- 
band's death.
